Washington, June 2fi.—At 8 o'clock 


tonight at the 
end of a nine-hour 


session and of a debate lasting night 
and day for a week, the house passed 
the Philippine civil government bill, 
practically as it came from the com- 
mittee. It was a party vote, 141 to 97, 
w i t h the exception of Mr. McCall of 
Massachusetts, who voted with the 
democrats. The 
minority substitute 


providing for the establishment of a 
temporary government in the islands 
nnd their permanent independence as 
soon as a stable government could be 
istabllshed was defeated, 95 to 136. 


The debate dining the day was at 


lines lively. The democrats offered a 
nultltude of amendments, but all were 
voted down, including one offered hy 
Mr. Patterson of Tennessee to prohibit 
slavery, or involuntarj^servitude in the 
slands. The greatest interest was at- 
tached to the amendment offered by 
Mr. McCall of Massachusetts, repub 
lean, that the bill declare the policy 
of the United States be to develop 
the capacity of the Filipinos for self- 
government and pledging the faith of 
the United States to grant them self- 
government. He supported the amend- 
ment in an eloquent speech and the 
democrats challenged 
their polltica 


adversaries to declare their future pol- 
icy. 
Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio and Mr 


Cooper of Wisconsin snid it would be 
unwise to mortgage the future by mak- 
ing such a declaration now and the
